HEN Mr. Stewart first announced Judge 


publican press of the ftate took it up with a hur- 
rah, and with much reiteration proclaimed the find- 
ing of a Messiah. There was literally no echo from 
the masses, and but a feeble response from the rank 
and file of the Republican party. 
The name of 


Hawley contains no magic, and arouses no enthu- 
siasm anywhere. Why should it ? 


What has Judge Hawley ever done which was 


calculated to appeal to the emotional side of men's 
nature? Nearly a third of a century he has been 
upon the bench, a position which almost of ne- 
cessity, to a considerable extent, holds him aloof 
from the great body of his fellow citizens. 
His 


best friends admit that he is a cold man—entirely 
too unsympathetic to make him popular with the 
masses. 
He has never been a Tribune or cham- 


pion of the common people in any movement they 
have inaugurated in this State. Well provided for 
himself, enjoying always a comfortable salary, he 
seems rather to have assumed that nobody else had 
cause for complaint with conditions existing, how- 
ever bad they might be. 
Such at all events, is the 


popular impression of him. A cold man never yet 
aroused genuine warmth in others. 


It is a mystery with many what led Stewart to 


the conclusion that Hawley was a strong man. To 
be sure there is nothing to be said against the 
Judge's personal character. 
But that is a purely 


negative argument. The same can be said of thou- 
sands of other men in this State. There is nothing 
to be said affirmatively for Hawley save that he is 
a fairly good judge. 
But there are many good 


judges who would be lost in the Senate—especially 
among those who have long since passed the al- 
lotted age of man. 
The judicial temperament is 


a)i right on the bench, but it has frequently been 
found sadly out of place in a legislative body. 
In 


the Senate Judge Hawley would have everything 
to learn. 
It would take him two years to become 


familiar with the methods of procedure. This would 
bring him to the very mateure age of seventyfive 
years. No man of that age ever yet made a marK 
in a new field of intellectual labor. 


Even Republicans are thinking of these things 


They cannot 
help it. 
A moment's conversation 


with one of them almost invariably shows that he 
has neither enthusiasm nor confidence. 
The most 


he will claim is that with Hawley as a candidate, the 
Republicans are in a position to make a "good 
fight." This is a practical confession that he does 
not expect to win. It is douDtful if there is a Re- 
publican in the whole State who actually looks for 
victory this fall. 
Some may hope to make an 


inroad upon the opposition strength by creating 
discord and-division; but if it had been considered 
that the Republicans had a ghost of a chance of 
actually electing a United States Senator, we may 
be sure that there are several men of prominence 
among them who would never have allowed such a 
man as Stewart to come and brush them all uncere- 
moniously out of the way in the interest of Judge 
Hawley—a man who has been sitting at his ease 
during all the years that they have been making an 
uphill fight for their party.
